“Tm sorry, you are dismissed.” 

Popularized by the MTV show of the same name, Dismissed, this phrase has 
become as commonly heard as “You are the weakest link - goodbye!” and “The 
tribe has spoken.” 

Dismissed is among the newest in dating shows, only rather than a couple, 
there are three people on each date. Each thirty-minute show features singles 
18 years and up; either two men vying for the attention of one woman, two 
women scratching their eyes out over one man ora lesbian/gay trio. There is no 
actual grand prize, just gloating rights and the right to say that you were not 
dismissed. 

The pilot of Dismissed took place in Cancun for MTV’s Spring Break in 
early 2001, and the show’s success took off after its debut in October of the same 
year. 

University Magazine had the opportunity to catch up with three contes- 
tants, all Cal State Long Beach students, who appeared on Dismissed on separate 
occasions. Each had very different experiences to share. 

Senior Ryan Johnson, a 21-year-old finance major, didn’t even want to be 
on the show. 

“My friends were going toa MTV casting call, I was going out of town the 
next day,” Johnson said. “They only chose me out of all my friends.” 

Johnson was lucky enough to be the one man who two women were 
brawling over. He said he thoroughly enjoyed the company of the luscious

“They were cool. They were hot, but really nice, not fake, they were totally 
down-to-earth,” he said. 

Johnson’s date consisted of yoga in Venice during the day and drinks at 
Einstein’s bar in Hermosa Beach for the evening. MTV pays for everything, in 
addition to compensation of $100 cash for each participant. 

For Johnson, the experience was also a foot in the door. He would like to 
get into acting after he graduates in May. 

“The camera just has so much to offer, it’s really fun being in front of it,” 
Johnson said. “I like teen movies like American Pie and Can t Hardly Wait.V'd 
like to be the next Stifler or something.” 

Johnson’s date was filmed a few weeks ago. It hasn’t aired yet, but he isn’t 
nervous about how he'll be portrayed on television. He said his family just told 
him not to make out with anyone. 

“T took a body shot on one of the girls. It wasn’t dirty or anything, so I kind 
of obeyed,” he laughed. 

To make the date more exciting, the two contestants are given time out 
cards. When flashed, the third person has to leave for twenty minutes, and the 
other tries to have his or her way with the object of desire. 

As for how he chose between the two girls, Johnson’s memory is clouded 
by alcohol. 

“T wanted to flip a coin but they were over it,” he said. “I’m kind of scared,

Nicole Monaghan, 19, a sophomore commu- 
nications and broadcast major, didn’t need alcohol 
to be comfortable in front of the cameras.

“T heard you got $100,” Monaghan said of 
incentives for being on the show.

Contrary to popular belief, the women had no 
control over where they went on their dates. 

“MTV picks the dates, the food, everything,” 
Monaghan explained. “It was scripted to the point 
where they told you how they wanted the night to 
go.” 

Dismissed is, after all, a television show. 
Monaghan said MTV called her the night before 
her date and told her to exaggerate her own charac- 
ter. 

“They give you personas,” she said. “I was the 
nighttime seductress, she was the bubbly blonde.” 

Monaghan also said MTV tries to push things, 
like urging the male player to ask one of the women 
how kinky she is. She said MTV has a layout, and 
that they edit things out of order. 

MTV Executive Producer Mike Nichols was 
not available for comment. 

Regardless of her distaste for her date, 
Monaghan still wanted to win the game. She did 
not want to be dismissed. 

“T kissed him [during my time out], I shouldn’t 
have, but it’s agame,” Monaghan said. “I regret the 
kiss, but all I could think was, ‘she needs to go, I 
need to win.” 

In the end, Monaghan was picked as the win- 
ner because she was “f*cking sexy,” according to her 
date, and her competition, the bubbly blonde, lived 
up to her ditzy persona. Monaghan and her “prize” 
exchanged numbers, but when he called her to go 
out again, she respectfully avoided him.

A particularly amusing moment occurred when 
Wilson pulled his time out card, and told his 
opponent to, “Bug off.”

“MTV makes you look the way they want you 
to look,” Wilson said.

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In the 1970s, during a time when disco 
dominated, a new culture known as hip-hop 
emerged in the streets of South Bronx, New 
York.

ments: the deejay, 
the b-boy, the em- 
cee, and the graffiti 
artist. 

Deejays Kool 
Herc, Grand Wiz- 
ard Theodore, 
Afrika Bambaataa, 
and Grand Master 
Flash laid down the 
foundation for the 
innovative sound 
that birthed a new 
style of dance. 
Dubbed “b 
(break)-boy” by 
Herc, dancers of all 
backgrounds began 
pulsating their bod- 
ies on the floor and 
called it “break 
dancing.” 

Dressed in 
creased Lee jeans, 
Izod shirts, Puma 
shoes with fat laces, 
Kazelle glasses, and 
his Kangol hat, the 
b-boy stood ready 
to dance in the park, at jams, and on the

streets. Original style focused on up-rocking, 
footwork, and freezes. The ability to flick his 


feet in a repetitive manner while balancing on 
his hands and to control his momentum so 
that he could “freeze” his body in tangled 
positions amazed onlookers. A following had 
begun. 


Groups of b-boys and b-girls brought, 


their talents together, and “crews” began to 
take form. The dancers in a crew practiced 
together, shared knowledge together, and had 
each other’s back. If any conflict aroused 
between crews within the break dancing com- 
munity, a (non-violent) battle would go down. 
A battle would take place in the streets, at 
local parks, at jams, or wherever one could 
draw a crowd. The rules were simple. Every 
breaker involved would have the opportunity 
to take control of the floor and showcase his/ 
her style. The object of the “dancing war” was 
to make the other person look “whack” 
by executing lightening fast 
footwork, crazy 
freezes, long 
spins, or 
leet ae cl 
moves. 
Self-ex- 
pression 
was key, and 
creativity won 
the crowd, which proved 
whom the better dancer or 
crew was. - 
Today, break dancing has 
evolved into an international 
phenomenon. No matter the 
language, the dance has re- 
mained universal. B- 
girls and b-boys can 
be found in the streets

and at patties, 
demonstrating 
the style intro- 
duced in the ‘70s. 
Although the 
original style of 
the dance has 
proved to be 
more than justa 
fad, power 
moves that can 
best be de- 
scribed as having 
an acrobatic flair 
have become astan- 
dard for the b-boy 
and b-girl of the present. 
Organized events, 
such as Battle of the Year 
(held in Europe), B-Boy 
Summit and Freestyle Session 
(both held in Southern Califor- 
nia), and B-Boy Masters Pro-Am (held 
in Miami, Florida), allow break-dancers to 
express themselves in an environment that 
unites diversity through hip-hop. Although 
battles are still very much alive today, events 
like these help instill the true meaning of the 
dance. It is for the love of the culture. 

Ask any b-boy or b-girl why they break 
dance, and their responses will vary. But 
perhaps Afrika Bambaataa and the Soul Sonic 
Force said it best, “Keep dancing to our 
perfect beat, and it will help you reach your 
peak.”
